OST women

Once you can, substitute 
“Elastic breathing” for so-call- 
ed deep breathing, you will feel 
the Smmediate resultlightnols 
buoyancy, éxhilaration, 

Is it sacrilege to say that this 
lightness is a quality’ which the 
much admired Venus of Milo 
seems to me to lack? Botticolli’s 
conveys the ideal more surely. 
Balanced on a shell, floating 
lightly on the waves, her hair 
blown in the wind, born of the 
elements: such is the*woman I 
ani sure you and I would like to 
be. Well, test your possibilities 
in a prosaic but necessary way, 

Inhale through your nose, 
ralsing your hands high over- 
head until the fingertips near- 
ly touch the stars, Hold this 
position for a second, while you 
drop one hand and feel hon high 
the ribs are lifted out of the hip 
uirdle, and how slim the waist 
and abdomen have thereby be- 
come.

The firat was that of making pri- 
son discipline so strict and condi- 
tions ‘so inhuman, that you might 
_ hope that prisoners after one ex- 
perience would be detered from run- 
ning the risk of going back to pri- 
son.. In actual practice thoy had 
found that that method had not 
succeeded in reducing recidivism, 

The other method was an at- 
tempt at the evocation of lost scif- 
respect and at character-building. 

NEW EXPERIMENTS 

Experience along. these lines 
_ showed that as prison admintatra- 
tion had become more humane, the 
number of habitual criminals had 
been lower. For some little time 
prison administration had taken the 
dircetién of trying the -expetinient 
of appealing to the prisoners’ bot- 
tor instincts and, most important 
_ of all, of aceking to. give them on 
interest In the things that really 
mattered in the world, They had

In other words, he said, more than 90 
per cent. of the community is living either 
below bare subsistence level or under 
intolerable housing conditions. __ 

A recognised authority on nutrition pro- 
blems, the doctor expressed the view that more 
than half the Chinese population is existing in a 
state of semi-starvation. 


This {s partly due to economic 
reasons and partly to their 
ignorance of how to obtain the 
most nutritious values for such 
income as they receive and can 
afford to spend on food. 


Investigation of this parti- 
cular problem will be of 
course, the primary task of 
the Nutrition Committec 
which is holding its first meet- 
‘Ing, the “Sunday Herald’” un- 
derstands, to-morrow. 


In the meantime, the figures ob- 
tained concerning food require- 
ments and costs in the Colony 
will be found exceedingly inter-. 
esting. 


BASIS OF ESTIMATE 


The doctor took for his eati- 
mate, an average family consisting 
of two adults, two sons and two 
daughters, the ages of the chil- 
dren ranging from 10 to 16, On 
this basis: 

Assuming the normal Chinese 
custom is followed and only two 
meals a day are consumed, each 
adult would require two bowls of 
rice per meal or cight bowls a day 
between them, while the boys 
would require a similar amount. 
One bowl and a half per ‘meal 
would suffice for cach of the girls. 

In order to provide the other 
necessary constituents, quantities 
of meat and vegetables must also 
be eaten, Under the category of 
meat, can be classed items such 
ag fish, pork, beef, and eggs and 
the minimum adult requirement {s 
two ounces each per day and that 
of the children, ono ounce. 


Vegetables. such as -potatocs, 
cabbage, bean-sprouts,. beans and 
lettuce are nena in lnrger 
quantitics.. Adults’ would — re- 
quire four ounces against two 
ounces for tho children. 

Tho diet thus prescribed 
would cost, at a conserva- 
tive estimate, from $30.00 to 
$40.00, per month, or indivi- 

_ dually, $7.00 per head for 
adults and from $4.00 to $5.00 
per head for the children, 


SANITARY HOUSING 


Good sanitary quarters with suf- 
fictent light and air are impossible 


-lto obtain for less than $26.00 to 


$30.00 per month as they should 
include at least two bedrooms and 
a living room. Provided §2.00 
was laid aside for clothing, the en- 
tire family could be adequately 
clothed throughout the year. 

No account haa been taken of 
incidentals such as medical at- 
tendance, education for children, 
or travelling, while recreation of 
any description has not been con 
sidered. ‘ 


SCALES OF WAGES 


Senles of wages for Chinese in 
various walks of commerce, do- 
mestic -sorvice and labour, na- 
turally vary, but taking o high 
average in ench‘case, it is esti- 
mated that a clerk receives $60.00, 
a domostic servant about $18.00 
and a Jabourer or coolle $15.00.!: 

~Tho difficultics under which the 
Chinese working classes live will: 


thus be appreciated. Tho figures. 


supplied are based on a bare mini- 
mum‘and the itoms of diet - are 
such which are normally included 


on the menus of Chinese familics 
‘as being Inexponsive, 

It will be reallacd that the typo, 
of work {n which somo classes aro 
employed must of hecessity call 
for more nourlshment than others. 

Thus manual labourers would re- 
quire more fucl food than seden- 
tary workera and their general lot 
becomes even more difficult as they 
require to spend the greatest part 
of their Jncomes on food on which 
to derive enough energy to carry 
through the day’s work.

As a result they have little left 
with which to accommodate and 
clothe themselves, In consequence 
they either sleep in the streets, in 
all sorts of weather, or else 
choap boarding houses tn dteadful- 
ly overcrowded conditions and: be- 
ing already weakened in resistance 
by their meagre dict, are In a per- 
fect condition to be attacked by tha 
tuberculosis scourge.”

The absolute necessity of inatil- 
ling into the Chinese the import- 
ance of eating unpolisted rice, 
cannot be tov fully emphasised. 

Surprising though it may scem, 
unpolished rice is often difficult 
to obtain locally, but by adding to 
the rice dict such items as bean- 
curds, which are rich in vitamin 
B and yet within the meana of the 
poorest pocket, the vitamin deficl- 
ency can be rectified.

T is y common nuisance. in 
Hong Kong to be pestered by 

strect beggars, and the barred 
windows of Chinese houses tell 
all too eloquently the high opin- 
jon the occupants have of the 
robbers. , 

Beggars and thieves are well 
organised Hke all other classes in 
China. Such on organisation re- 
quires a-moral bnais, The ancient 
philosopher Chuang Tzu tells us 
of the.moral qualitics of an offi- 
cient robber chioftain: “The com- 
panions of a robber chief asked 
him one day: ‘Does a robber nend 
morals?’ He answored them, say- 
ing: ‘Why! of courso — without 
morals ho cannot manage to 
achieve anything at all. 

Ho recognises by intuition whore 
something is hidden, that. is his 
greatness; 

Ho has to be the first to get it, 
that is his courage; 

He has to be the Inat to get 
away, that is his sense of duty; 

- He has to know whethor it can 
be managed or not, that is his 
wisdom; 

He must divide fairly, that . is 
his kindness. . 

It is absolutely that a man who 
Js lacking in one of these five vir- 
tues will ever become a great rob- 


It must be confessed, however, 
that beggar or robber associations 
do not always shelter men In pos-

The family system in China has 
it that every man has a foothold 


in his class and can always turn 
to It in alt kinds of unfortunate 
situations. In well administered 
provinces such as Kiang-si bog- 
gars aro far from common and 
people are said to Sleep with thoir 
doors open. 

The outcasts have a bitter life. 
The most thcy can hope for is to 
find o shelter hero and thore. 
Thoy constitute a regular guild 
and used to have a beggar king: 
the ordinary beggara had to puy 
him tithes. and he controlled tho 
work and tho distribution of the 
available means. . 

To this day, in Hong Kong, some 
large firms pay the beggars a fix- 
ed sum in order not to have their 
customers worrlod by them. Small- 
er shops are more reluctant to do 
so and Iet the beggar spend a 
good deal of timo reciting his 
verses before they throw him a 
copper. If such things as warm 
clothes oro given a street beggar 
you will find that ho has pawned 
them tho next day, for ho must go 
about In rags to excite pity.

Thore is a good deal of degra- 
dation among the poor and wretch-

But it: bears 
no relation to health, as far ag 
the sun is concerned. The air 
bath is another ate all to- 
gether. Experiments have shown 


“that the exposure of a° amall 


f the skin to the aun gave 
mnt entry to the ra. for 
the treatment of disense. 
Should the point be raised 
that the average adult is not 
concerned with the treatment of 
Rickets ana only indulges in 
long “sun-bakes” to improve his 
general constitution, the answer 
is that there is no clinieal evi 
dence to support this belief. 
Science hug been unable to de- 
monatrate any definite improve- 
ment in the quantity, or quality, 
ef the blood as a result of sun 
bathing, Nor has support been 
found for the belief that the ex- 
posure to the sun raises the re 
sistance to infection, The chemi- 
cal constituents of the blood, 
and the basal metabolism are 
not influenced by sun bathe. 
The exhilarating effect 
which appears to come from a 
sun bath ta principally derived 
from the free air circulating 
around ‘the body. This is the 
opinion of some of the most 
eminent English medical an- 
thoritfes on this subject. The 
unquestioned benefita. obtained 
in certain cases of tuberculosis 


and in certain surgieal condi- 


tions are‘due to the mild tonic 

effect of the sun's raya operat- 

ing over a long period of time,

Protestantism Claims 
Steady Growth 


Vienna, Yeaterday. 

That Protestantism during the 
last few years has gained  con- 
siderablo ground jn almost ex- 
clusively Catholic Austrian is re- 
vealed by statistics cital by the 
Preaident of the Evangelical 
Church Council of Vienna, Dr. 
Capeaius. 

According to Dr. Capesius, the 
annual increase. of membera of the 
Protestant Chureh has averaged 
about 3,000 during .the, Igst .few 
yeurs. :

GOLD RUMOURS. 


An Official Statement 
Still Expected 


London, Yesterday. 

Rumours of the impending con- 
clusion of an agreement between 
Britain, France and the United 
States for guaranteeing mainten- 
ance of the current price. of gold, 
are declared in well-informed fin- 
anctal circles here to be without 
foundation. 

In spite of this assurance, which 
was confirmed by a similnr stato- 
ment issued by the United States 
Treasury, the London gold market 
yesterday continued to be marked 
by a good deal of nervousness, and 
altogether nearly 1,600 bars of 
gold, representing ao value of 
£4,200,000, were “dishoarded” and 
offered in the market. 

Official quarters purchased all 
available supplies with the excep- 
tion of 260. bars, which wero taken 
up by New, York. »

. In Colony 


CONVENT SISTERS’ ENTERPRISE 


In the presence of a large and distinguished 
gathering, the new Precious Blood Children’s 
Hospital on the Castle Peak ‘Road, which has ac- 
commodation for a hundred patients, was for- 
merly declared open by the Hon. Dr. A. R. Well- 
ington, yesterday afternoon. ; 

DR. WELLINGTON, WHO WAS PERFORMING .WHAT 
WAS PROBABLY HIS LAST OFFICIAL ACT BEFORE HIS 


DEPARTURE. NEXT FRIDAY ON RETIREMENT, SAID THE 
HOSPITAL! FILLED A VITAL NEED AND WOULD BE A 


BOON TO KOWLOON. 

Dr. Wellingtsn was accom- 
panied by Mra. Wellington and 
they were met on arrival by the 
Committee and staff of the hos- 
pital and ita well-wishers. A 
group photograph was taken, 
after which Mr. Nicholas Tse 
Yu-kwong, chairman of the Hos- 
pital Committee said:— 


CHAIRMAN’S SPEECH 

Tho history of the movement which 
bas culminated in the erection of 
this new childron’s hospital, com- 
menced in 1034, when the nursing 
sisters of the Precious Blood realized 
that their: present institution was 
far too small and short of equip- 
ment, while the demand for medical 
treatment for the young oncs of the 
poor was rapidly increasing, and 
therefore, an appeal was mode to 
the generous communitics of the Co- 
lony for means of expansion. 

Prior to the inception of the Child- 
ren's Hospital and Clinic, the sis- 
tera devoted their sorvices to tho 
care of orphans in the Convent, but 
at times, they had been urged to 
tako in‘ cases of illness, © In fact, 
the knocks at the convent door by 
the alck wero far more than thoso 
by the parentlcss, For the ‘sako of 
charity they could not forever ignore 
tho persistent calls for medical ro- 
Hef. 

‘After careful consideration, the 
sisters mado up their minds to 
shoulder heavier reaponsibititios and 
the Children’s Hospital! and Clinic 
was started on the bth of July 1931, 
occupying a small section of the 
convent building. Besides the hard 
work of Mr. Chan Wal-chuen, tho 
institution owes its establishment to 
numerous philanthropists. On the 
26th March 1931, Dr. Moore, acting 
director of ‘Medical and Sanitary 
Services approved the use of tho 
premises for a hospital and clinic, and 
$1,000 was contributed by the H.K. 
Society for the Protection of Children 
to meot part of tho initial expenses. 
This society has been instrumental 
in the operation of the hospital and 
clinic by giving a continuous supply 
of medicine, To all the honorary 
doctors I wish to express our warm- 
est gratitudo, for their hard work, 
untiring. attention and kindness to 
the poor pationts. ~ 


SISTERS' APPEAL . 

In response to tho sisters’ appeal 
in 1034, a few child lovers and my, 
self formed a committce to explore 
the possibilities of organising a larg- 
er and up-to-date equipped hospital 
to take the place of the existing in- 
stitution. For tho alte, the choice 
fell upon o large sectlon of the 
spacious convent-compound previous- 
ly uscd as a garden. A plan was 
prepared, and tho coat of- erection 
was estimated at about $60,000, Sub- 
sequently, a campaign for funds was 
launched. As a result of the twelfth 
committee meeting held on the. 7th 
of August of the same year, & sum 
of about $17,000 was forthcoming. 
Gloomy and dismal-es was then tho 
proposed scheme hanging heavily 
ovor our minds, wa worked calmly 
and patiently. For not a single mo- 
ment did wo give ourselves up to 
despair, even though wo thought the 
situation was in a state of deadlock, 
seeing our campaign work made no 
progress, 18 O wave of depression 
was sweeping through the Colony. 

In 1936, our hops becamo radiant 
and encouragement brightened up, 
when some mombers and I had un- 
dortaken to negotiate loans, and our 
kind old friend Mr. Fred Kew also 
came to our help. Not only did he 
take an active par. to swell up tho 
subscription funds, but ho also as- 
sisted to arrive at an oxcellont ar- 
rangement with tho contractors. 
Hence in the month of August of the 
samo year the building work was 
commenced. - 

GLORIOUS TRIUMPH 

Ladies and gentlemon, a period of 
threo years of anxieties is not with- 
out its reward, for hore I stand to 
say with ploasure that tho combincd 
efforts of our committeo, conslsting 
af about 20 persons, and tho sisters, 
exerted for the cause of humanity, 
turn out’ to be what wo now soe a 


Ji glorious triumph, and .a. permanent 


institution for giving’ medical. relief 
to those to whom medical relief is 
nooded, in a word, ft fills, a long-felt 
want for the sake of child welfare, 
thanks in no small measuro to all 
our generous .and sympathetla sup- 
porters of a charitable cause. 

' The architect for. the hospital was 
Mr. J, Caer Clark, and the: contrac- 
tors Messrs. Sum Tai, both of' whom 
did all’ thoy could to givo us -tho 
value for our money invested. Tho 
now Institution, fs, however, stlil in 


: 


debt to the extent of many thousands 
of Dollars, ns the total amount of 
subscriptions ,is not more than 
$33,000 up to this date. In volcing 
the voico of the unfortunate innocent 
children, I hope that the gencrous 
communities. and ‘also tho various 
sports clubs will, in distributing 
funds for charity,:always remember 
this institution. 
APPEAL TO YOUNGER 

Now that I have dono my little 
bit, and spent the remaining years 
of my old ago in its organization, I 
do not know how long I can_ still 
continue to help, though my heart 
be ever so willing, but I think I 
imay comfort myself in the belief 
that my appeal will reach the cars 
of those younger and stronger than 
Iam 

Dr. Wellington, it is very fitting 
that this building should be opened 
by you, but, before I request you to do 
so, I take this opportunity to wish 
you many, many years of hnppincss 
and good henlth in your well-enrned 
retirement. 

On behalf of the hospital commit. 
tec, the sisters and the destitute, I 
would say that we are deeply indebt- 
ed to you for having consented to 
apart so much of your valuable thine 
to perform the ceremony, this after- 
noon, the Sth of June 1937, the 3rd 
anniversary of our first committee 
meeting, held on tho 5th Juno, 1034, 
quite a strange coincidence.’ 

I now request you, sir, to declare 
the bullding open. - ; 

TREMENDOUS BOON 

In declaring tho hospital open, Dr. 
Wellington inka ‘short apocch, said 
that the institution {yfilled a long- 
needed want- among residents of 
Kowloon and would, no, doubt, prove 
a tromondous boon.: ‘ 

He then opened the door with 4 
gold key presented by the contractor 
responsible for the construction of 
the building and the Vicar Apostolic, 
the Rt. Rev. Bishop-H. -Valtorta: pro- 
nounced his blessing. ‘ 

Tho premises wore thrown opon for 
inspection, following which refrosh- 
ments were served. 

Tho hospital is the first to bo oroct- 
ed solely for the welfare and treat- 
ment of children in Kowloon and the 
Now Torritorics, and consists of a 
comont and concrote building of three 
ond a half storoys Isid out to the 
vory beat advantage.. The‘ private 
wards aro commodious, and are well- 
furnished ond airy. A feature is o 
special room whero divine service can 
bo held. There are public wards, oper- 
ating theatre, consultation room 
nurses’ quarters, and hot and cold 
water {s furnished to all rooma. 

Costing in the nefghbourhood uf 
$60,000, the foundation stone at tho 
building was laid last year by Bishop 
Valtorta.

The rest of that letter haa no 
interest for the general public, 
though -it was deeply thrilling to 
Edward Collis, Second Secretary 
to His Britannic Majesty's Lega- 
tion in Menzer, Menzer, as ovory- 
one ought to know, {s the capital 
of Megalia, one of the minor Bal- 
kan States. 

Edward Collis, having read the 
latter part of the  Ietter three 
times, went down to the Imperial 
State Bank, in which ho kept his 
money, and drew out the equiva- 
lent of £5 in Megalian  gulden. 
The exchange at the moment was 
10,000 to the £, so that he received 
50,000 gulden. After fing all his 
pockets he was . obliged to wrap 
up the last ten thousand in a sheet 
of brown paper, kindly provided 
by the banker, and carry them in 
his hand. 

Then he called on Mra. Beeton, 
the wife of: the Commercfal 
Scerctary of the Legation, and 
told her about the commission 
which Marjorie had given him. 
He waa a little nervoun about buy- 
ing. embroideries for a tea-gown 
‘by’ himself, Mrs. Beeton rathor 
Yiked the job, and said she knew 
exictly the shop to go to. © 

She succeeded in buying eight 
long strips of embrofdery, all of 
them good specimens of the beau- 
tiful needlework done by Megalian 
peasants. The price of the elght 
came to rather more than the 
50,000 gulden, but Mra. Beeton 
was a vigorous and determined 
bargainer. She beat down the 
prices, and inthe end spent neither 
more nor less than the £5. 

Collis was greatly pleased. He 
packed the embroldery in a neat 
parcel and despatched it In the 
Legation bag, by the hands of the 
Foreign Office courler, addressed 
to Miss Marjorie, Grosvenor. He 
also wrote a long ‘letter: oe

Consul, Mr. Harrison, who, how- 
ever, was staying in the country 
at the time.

It is understood that the 
Fakir has sent.a gang to stir up 
trouble in the region between 
Dandil and Idak, about 26 miles 
west of Bannu, in an endeavour 
to prolong hostilities. 


The First Indian Infantry 
Brigade, together with First In- 
dinn Division Headquarters un- 
der Major-General E. de Burgh, 
have advanced down the Sham 
Algad to Madamir Kalai, where 
camp has been’established with- 
out incident or opposition. 


Dolegates representing part of 
the Mahsud tribe, in whose terri- 
tory the Fakir has taken’ refuge, 
presented themselves at Madamir 
Kalat and 
sentiments. 


PLANES ATTACK STRONGHOLD 


Meanwhile, it was revealed 
to-day that'a number of planca 
raided a hostile tribal stronghold 
on the Frontier on Thursday, 
whon the time Hmit expired: for 
the rebola ‘to return four girls 
they had kidnapped _recotitly, .

CUSTOMS WARNED 


The clash is undorstood to have 
developed as the result of infor- 
mation conveyed to tho Customs 
authorities at Shumchun that a 
large party was planning to take 
through a consignment of smug- 
gled goods from British territory 
on Thursday morning. 

Soldiers were established ‘at all 
possible crossing points along the 
border, and at about 3 a.m. one 
group. detected the suspects pro- 
ceeding along a sequestered hill- 
path in British territory, « 


GUERILLA FIGHT 


They moved along to intercept 
them, but all were on the Chinese 
aide before the smugglers became 
aware of thelr danger. They im- 
mediately dropped .their contra- 
band, took cover, and opened dire 
on the soldiers. 

It was only when several of 
thelr number had been wound- 
ed and the realisation camo that 
they were outnumbered that the 
gang abandoned the battle and 
fled into the hills. © if : 
Bloodstains indicated that 

several had been hit. % 

Pursuit by the troops proved 
fruitless in the darkness, the 
smugglers evidently being much 
better acquainted with the terrain.

LOYAL SPEECH BY 
PREMIER 


London, Yesterday. 

Speaking last night at a dinner 
in his honour, Mr. G. M. Hug- 
gins, Primo Minister of Southérn 
Rhodesia, said ‘there was no ne- 
cessity for the represontatives of 
Southern Rhodesia to v discuss 
such matters as Imperial defence. 

They had such faolth in the de- 
mocracy of this country that they 
were.convinced that the British 
Government would never be al- 
lowed to go to war for ao cause 
that Rhodesia could not, whole- 
heartedly subscribe to and in that 
faith Rhodeala would do every- 
thing {t could to be in a stato of 
preparedness and to assist to the 
limit of its capacity. 

As far 8 war was concerned, 
Britain’s wars were Rhodesia's . 
wars. Z ee 

The undorlying policy of tho 
Government of Southern Rhodesla, 
he added, would be to develop the 
native to the utmost of his capacity. 
Refering to material proapects, he 
sald that extraordinary progress 
had been made by Southern Rho- 
desia during the last ten years 
and to-day, be belleved that thore 
was no more prosperous corner 
of the world.—British Wireloss.
